ing of the State Medical Board 
the 


next year, u hen Dr. Brown's record 
swept away a n y t h i n g but ilie highest 
recognition and she became one of tli,.

leaders in tbe 
profe.ssicui. 


lieceutly a t r a i n i n g school f..r nmseH 
and hospital 
was 
opened, 
w i t h 
In-. 


Brown at its head, assisted by elghi 
t-'iliired physicians.

convenience. 
So many young women 


applied for admission to the class that 
Dr. Evans was embarrassed by the

where colored people could be treated,

sons in the city. .Vecessity obliged Dr.

GATHERING AND DISPOSAL OF 


GARBAGE, WASTE AND OFFEN- 


SIVE SUBSTANCES. 


Be It ordained by the Council of the 


City of Oakland, as follows: 


SECTION 1. 


No person shall dump or place on any 
lot, land or street, or in any water 
water way. within the limits of the Cits 
of Oakland, except such place or places 
as may be designated by the Health Offi- 
cer of the said City of Oakland and under 
and in accordance with and subject to th 
regulations of the Board of Health of
